The Democratic victory—a U.S. 
senator, a governor and two rep- 
resentatives—has a profound sig- 
nificance for Republicans and 
Deep South Democrats insofar as 
1960 is concerned. Down in Texas, 
Majority Senate Leader Lyndon 
Johnson and House Speaker Sam 
Rayburn are unquestionably doing 
simple sums in arithmetic, mostly 
addition. They will have greatly 
augmented Democratic strength 
when the Congress convenes in 
January. And this new strength 
will be largely from the East and 
West. 


But the Maine election was 
something else, too. It was a test 
of the political effect of the Ber- 
nard Goldfine case. Gov. Edmund 
Muskie, opposing GOP Sen. Fred- 
erick G. Payne, demonstrated his 
political skill and knowledge of 
psychology in his handling of the 
issue. He refused to make any 
charge against Sen. Payne. But 
his explanation of why he did not 
was devastating: ° 

Had Gov. Muskie belabored the 
issue he might have aroused par- 
tisan emotions. As it was, he de- 
clined. When questioned, which 
was frequently, he replied that he 
did not intend to debate it since 
‘everybody in Maine knows about 
it anyway.” 


Voters’ Conscience 


This left it to the conscience of 
the voters. 


Sen. Payne, along with Sher- 
man Adams, had been a recipient 
of Goldfine favors. He had re- 
ceived a vicuna coat. But, worse, 
he had been allowing Goldfine to 
pay hotel bills and he had bor- 
rowed $3,500 “interest free.”” No 
repayment had been made. 


Now, Maine people are thrifty, 
as are those of other New Eng- 
land states, including Sherman 
Adams. And such people look 
with favor on those who are close- 
fisted. But thriftiness can be car- 
ried too far ... as by Adams 
and Sen. Payne. Gov. Muskie 
revealed he knew his people. He 
didn’t make any charges. He just 
kept reminding them they should 
make up their own minds. They 
did. 


The President will not dismiss 
his good friend Adams. Nor should 
he. But good friend Adams can 
hardly avoid handing in his resig- 
nation. He could not do so under 
fire. But with Congress gone 
home and the Maine results in, he 
cannot, in conscience, delay much 
longer. 


The really significant factor in 
the Maine election was the vic- 
tory of the Democratic governor. 
The Democratic candidate was re- 
garded as a much weaker man 
than the GOP nominee, former 
Gov. Horace Hildreth. But Demo- 
crat Clauson, a former mayor, 
won by a good safe margin. This 
revealed the real depth of the 
Democratic strength and the flight 
from the Eisenhower administra- 
tion. 


Viewpoint Sustained 


It sustains the viewpoint that in 
November the Republicans will 
take a really severe beating. 


There is a growing demand, and 
a proper one, that the Congress 
take action to complement court 
decisions in the field of civil 
rights. The courts cannot go it 
alone. In the last session the 
Deep South strength declined in 
both the Senate and House. The 
next Congress will have its eye 
on 1960. 

This can have but one result. | 
The Deep South political position 
will be even further weakened.

En-lai said Tuesday night it was 
the United States, not Communist 
China, that was “using armed 


force to achieve territorial ambi- 
tions.”’ 


“No matter how U.S. imperial- 
ists call black white,’’ Chou said, 
“they cannot cover up _ their 
crimes in achieving their territo- 
rial ambitions by armed force in 
all parts of the world.” 


ACCUSES RHEE 


Speaking at a Tenth National 
Day banquet given by North 
Korean Ambassador Li Young Ho, 
Chou accused South Korean Pres- 
ident Syngman Rhee of an “at- 
tempt to commit felony when the 
house is on fire’’ and of provoking 
a clamor for a ‘march north- 
ward.”’ 


Chou spoke in the midst of con- 
tinuing anti-American demonstra- 
tions in Red China. 


“We sternly warn the Syngman 
Rhee clique: withdrawal of Chi- 
nese People’s volunteers from 
Korea on their own initiative does 
not mean the Chinese people have 
forsaken their internationalist 
duty to the Korean people.” Chou 
continued, “‘Should the Syngman 
Rhee clique dare to launch a 
provocation again, is will meet an 
even more disastrous, i 
fate. 


WARNS U.S. 


“This warning of ours applies 
also to U.S. imperialists, masters 
of the Syngman Rhee clique.” 

Chou, reiterating a claim made 
Saturday when he called for a 
peaceful settlement of the Taiwan 
Strait dispute, said Taiwan, the 
Pescadores and the “coastal 
islands such as Quemoy and Mat- 
su” belong to Communist China, 
and the “Chinese people have 
every right to liberate their own 
territory by all suitable means at 
a suitable time.”

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$350,000 Blaze 
Rips 3 Buildings

AUGUSTA (®—A wind-whipped 
fire in midtown Augusta Tuesday 
leveled three big buildings and 
caused damage unofficially esti- 
mated at about $350,000.

Later a high state department 
official amplified the point as a 
warning to the Chinese Com- 
munists to respect U.S. craft 
convoying Nationalist ammuni- 
tion ships to Quemoy.

Purchase of a 1,600-acre por- 
tion of Stone Mountain for 
$1,100,000 was authorized Tuesday 
by the State Properties Acquisi- 
tion Committee. 

The group also directed the 
governor to institute condemna- 
tion proceedings to obtain the 
Flat Rock area — directly in 
front of the carving site—after 
owners rejected a $201,050 offer. 

The $1,100,000 authorization was 
for a little more than 1,613 acres 
owned by Venable Brothers Con- 
tracting Co. The tract includes 
most of the mountain itself, in- 
cliding the carving site, as well 
as some 45 acres of Flat Rock. 

Atlanta and DeKalb realty 
boards had set an evaluation of 
$1,040,800 for the property. State 
Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr.,.a 
member of the acquisition panel, 
said the asking price was so 
little more that there was no 
point in seeking to condemn the 
property. 

The Flat Rock area which will 
be condemned is split up among 
a number of owners. 

The purchase authorized Tues- 
day, plus the Flat Rock site, 
plus 400 acres promised by De- 
Kalb County, plus a section con- 
trolled by Atlanta businessman 
Mills Lane Jr. constitute the bulk

Georgians will go to the polls today 
to choose a governor, lesser state offi- 
cers and many local officials in the 
Democratic primary, tantamount to elec- 
tion. 

Almost a million and a half persons 
are registered to vote. Yet prophets of 
experience say that not more than 60,000 
will cast ballots. 

Why? 

There is not much of a contest. The 
state has been shocked by the spectacle 
of an ordained Baptist minister indulging 
in what is perhaps the most false and 
slanderous campaign in the history of a 
state rather used to extremes.

How Will Mr. Dulles 
Get Off This Brink? 


Secretary of State Dulles has made 
his counter to the Red Chinese sugges- 
tion for “talks.” 

Mr. Dulles has retreated from an- 
other of his brinks. He will, he says, 
make a concession if the Reds will re- 
mnounce use of force in the Formosa 
Straits. 

Since we cannot and will not rec- 
ognize Red China diplomatically and also 
will not agree to their, United Naticns 
membership, what does Mr. Dulles have 
in mind? 

There is just one other place he can 
make concessions — in the islands of 
Quemoy and Matsu. If the Reds will 
agree to barring force in the area, the 
United States will “yield” in some man- 
ner not yet revealed. 

There are those who feel that to make 
any concession whatever is to lose all 
the overseas Chinese in the still free 
areas of Asia. But the fact is, right or 
wrong, public opinion in America will 
not now support a war over Quemoy or 
Matsu. 

Neither the Chinese nor Russians 
want war now. They may, in a few 
years, when they think they can win. 
But now they don’t. That’s a chance 
we have to take. We will try to avoid 
war and hope to make gains for free 
government in the interim. 

The taxpayer might as well know he 
is going to pay for some tickets to War- 
saw, Poland, and hotel bills for our 
people who will talk with the Red 
Chinese. 

As of now, he prefers that to war.

In the past seven years, census figures

Maine Election Results 
Hearten the Democrats 


The old saying, “As Maine goes, so 
goes the nation,” has become tattered 
around the edges in some recent elec- 
tions. In one campaign involving the 
late Franklin D. Roosevelt, it was 
changed to “As Maine goes, so goes Ver- 
mont.” 

But this year the indications are that 
Maine’s election as a political weather- 
vane will hold true. Its voters have just 
chosen their first Democratic senator in 
47 years. The Democrats have retained 
the governor's office, picked up a seat in 
the House of Representatives and won 
four out of five major contests. 

It would be unwise to discount the 
personal popularity of Gov. Edmund S. 
Muskie, who has been elevated to the 
Senate. Something of a phenomenon since 
he upset tradition to become Democratic 
governor during a period of strong GOP 
resurgence, he has brought new life to 
the Democratic Party in Maine. 

The Adams-Goldfine affair also con- 
tributed to the general disillusion for 
voters to GOP policies. But the extent of 
Democratic victory in a state which is 
normally Republican does indicate a na- 
tional trend. This trend points to an over- 
whelming Democratie victory in congres- 
sional elections this fall. And if party 
unity can be maintained, it speaks well 
for 1960 chances of returning to the White 
House.

The significant point is that the 
school board has laid down the law and 
pledged to support the administrators in 
enforcing it. 

Discipline in the school depends fi- 
nally on the attitude of the board of 
education. 

A wise board employs principals, 
supervisors and teachers in whom it has 
faith and backs them to the limit. 

We believe Atlanta has that kind of 
@ school board. 

The positive stand it has taken 
against rowdyism in the schools followed 
by firm and fair administration of that 
policy makes for a guarantee of decency 
and order throughout the system.

‘Population Bomb’ Termed Greater Threat 
To Man’s Future Than Nuclear Warfare 


New York, N.Y.—The action of 
the Episcopal and Anglican bish- 
ops in approving birth control as 
a means of easing overpopulation 
is of world importance. 

At the recent Lambeth Con- 
ference in London, 310 arch- 
bishops and bishops from all 
continents, including 89 from the 
United States, issued an ency- 
clical letter containing this state- 
ment: 


“. . . There are many lands 
today where population is in- 
creasing so fast that the sur- 
vival of young and old is threat- 
ened. . .. In such countries 
population control has become a 
necessity. Abortion and infanti- 
cide are to be condemned, but 
methods of control, medically 
endorsed and morally acceptable, 
may help the people of these 
lands so to plan family life that 
children may be born without a 
likelihood of starvation. .. .” 

The committee headed by 
Bishop Stephen F. Bayne Jr. of 
Olympia, Wash., which studied 
family questions at the Lam- 
beth Conference, said they had 
“reached the conclusion that 
some form of family planning, 
particularly in those areas of 
rapidly growing population, is an 
urgent necessity. .. .” 

Today the “population bomb” 
threatens to create an explosion 
as dangerous as the explosion of 
the H-bomb.

LONDON—The outbreak of race 


riots in Britain, a nation long 
proud of its record of racial tol- 
erance, has provoked a number of 
frank inquiries into what the Brit- 
ish people really feel and think 
about the Negroes in their midst. 

This was inevitable in a people 
so fond of critical self-examina- 


tion. It was also necessary in a 
nation that is the center of a 
multi-racial commonwealth with 
far more brown or black skins 
than white. 

The answers, even the tenta- 
tive answers, indicate that toler- 
ance is by no means as firmly 
established in Britain as liberals 
have often boasted. They show, 
too, a curious diversion of ap- 
proach to their immediate prob- 
lem of racial violence. 

For instance, there is an over- 
whelming tendency to blame the 
riots almost exclusively on white 
teddy boys and other hooligans. 
Most reporters and pollsters, how- 
ever, have encountered among 
the same people who blame the 


cial discrimination. 


is by no means as well developed 
as that encountered in the south- 
ern United States or in South Af- 
rica. But there is enough to indi- 
cate that intolerance exists and 
is growing in areas economically 
and culturally superior to Notting 
Hill or the back streets of Not- 
tingham.

At the moment the cabinet at- 
titude toward restrictions is nega- 
tive. A few more nights of rioting 
might change that. 

One interesting aspect of the 
feeling about immigration is that 
individual inquiries of reporters 
and public opinion polls show that 
those advocating restrictions are 
almost as numerous in areas 
where Negroes are almost un- 
known as in major cities. 

It is also plain that a majority 
of white Britons are not greatly 
worried about the effect of immi- 


gration restrictions on common- 
wealth relations. As far as most 
of them are concerned, the com- 
monwealth means Australia, New 
Zealand, Canada and South 
Africa. 

Those are countries to which 
members of the industrial work- 
ing class have emigrated, and 
are still emigrating. It is the mid- 
die class with its officer sons 
in the Army, Navy or Air Force 
or Colonial Services that apprect- 
ates the importance of the other 
commonwealth nations. 

In many instances, supposedly 
tolerant Britons react unexpect- 
edly to questions on racial mix- 
ture. One poll showed that 71 per 
cent disapproved of mixed mar- 
riages while only 13 per cent ap- 
proved. 

Similarly, a majority wanted 
to keep Negroes off the lists for 
council-subsidized (public ) hous- 
ing and more than a third thought

Child’s 2nd Year 
Parents’ Real Test 


The real test in child rearing 
comes during the second year, 
which is the most formative of all. 
At this age, their behavior pat- 
terns develop and the outcome 
depends upon how well the par- 
ents manage the child. 


Eating is No. 1 on the list. The 
child grows rapidly during the 
first 12 months of life and usually 
gains 12 to 15 pounds. Growth 
proceeds more slowly thereafter 
and six pounds is a good gain for 
most during the second year. 


This means less food and a 
poorer appetite. If the mother 
only realized this, she would 
stop coaxing, dickering, and 
quarreling at the table, trying te 
force down more food. 

Let the children eat when hun- 
gry; it is more enjoyable. Never 
rush them; the small fry are 
natural dawdlers. Encourage 
them to feed themselves even if 
much of it misses the mouth and 
finds its way into the hair and 
onto the floor. Most toddlers learn 
to eat fairly well by the 14th to 
18th month, with little coaching. 
The sleep pattern at this time is 


child stands up in the crib and 
demands to be taken back into the 
family circle. Junior should be 
left in bed and told to lie down 
and go to sleep. The mother 
leaves the room but returns if 
the commotion continues. 

The same instructions are re- 
peated as often as necessary. 
One or more nights of this 
strategy and the battle is won.

$29,000,000 at the close of the last 
fiscal year. When the current 
fiscal year ends next June 30, 
the surplus in all probability will 
be gone. 

The new governor will have 
about six months to decide what 
must be done to keep the state 
from going bankrupt. He will be 
faced during the coming fiscal 
year with spending demands of 
probably $350,00,000; but the an- 
ticipated revenue for the same 
year under existing tax laws 
probably will be in the neighbor- 
hood of $320,000,000. 

Thus the new governor, has two 
choices: He can cut spending to 
fit existing revenues or he can 
ask the Legislature to raise taxes 
to match the anticipated spend- 
ing. 

Problem No. 2 is not quite as 
pressing. But it is more critical. 
It is the very real threat to seg- 
regation in the university system, 
the public schools and _ public 
transportation. Suits have been 
filed and are now pending in the 
federal courts in all three cate- 
gories. In all likelihood, all three 
suits will be fought to a final 
decision during the four-year 
tenure of the next governor. 


NEAR A SHOWDOWN 


The University system suit ap- 
pears nearest to the showdown 
stage. The suit of four Negroes 
seeking admittance to Georgia 
State College of Business Admin- 
istration in Atlanta is about ready 
to go to trial in Federal District 
Court here. If the Negroes even- 
tually are ordered admitted, state 
support for the college will be 
‘shut off and the institution closed. 

Other pending suits: are aimed 
at integrating the Atlanta city 
schools and the Atlanta Transit 
System. They will probably come 
to a head during the tenure of 
the next governor. He may have 
to implement Georgia’s weapon 
of last resort to preserve school 
segregation—the untried and un- 
tested private school plan. 

Another problem that now 
seems likely to plague the in- 
coming governor is that of fed- 
eral action in the field of Negro 
voting. The suit filed last week 
by the Justice department against 
registration officials in Terrell 
County could be the first of sev- 
eral federal civil rights actions 
in Georgia. 

INCREASED AGITATION 

The Terrell County suit is likely 
to focus statewide attention on 
the question of Negro voting. This 
issue has been relatively quiet 
in the past few years; Negro 
voting has been handled largely 
as a local matter. In some coun- 
ties, Negroes have registered in 
[strength and and with relatively lit- 


bs 


tle trouble: in others, there has 
been virtually no Negro voting. 

With the federal government 
entering the picture, there is 
likely to be increased agitation 
on two sides of the Negro voting 
question . by those pushing 
‘for greater Negro voting and by 
those who will seek to curtail it. 

Ia will be another problem the 
new governor must face. 

Finally, there is the ever in- 
creasing North-South friction 
within the Democratic party that 
will come to another crisis point 
when the national convention is 
held in 1960. The governor who 
is nominated today will have con- 
trol of the Georgia Democratic 
delegation to the convention and, 
in all likelihood, will be chairman 
of the delegation. 

He and other state party lead- 
ers may have to make the deci- 
sion of whether Georgia will re- 
main loyal to the national party 
or whether it will join in some 
splinter party action that now 
appears likely to rise out of the 
South in 1960. 

Many burdens will rest on the 
man Georgia chooses icday.

Monday granted an _ injunction 
freezing assets of the firm in a 
companion civil suit naming for- 
mer Rep. W. M. (Don) Wheeler 
as a co-conspirator in the alleged 
fraud. 


Solicitor Earl B. (Bill) Self of 
the Lookout Mountain Circuit 
said warrants had been issued 
charging four DeKalb County men 
and one Fulton County man with 
misdemeanor violation of state 
securities laws. 


CHARGES POLITICKING | 


Wheeler, seeking Mrs. Iris | 
Blitch’s post in the 8th Congress- | 
ional District in Wednesday's Dem- | 
ocratic primary, charged the | 
suit was “purely and simply a | 
politically concocted effort.” | 

Wheeler added that the civil 
suit was a “desperate last min- 
ute political effort’ to discredit 
him the day before the primary 
election. 

Defendants named in the civil | 
suit were Wheeler, Lee A. Curtis | 
Jr.. Lee ‘A. Curtis Sr., W. A. | 
Byrd, Robert E. Lee and H. B.|

The alleged ‘‘promoters,”’ iden-

250,000 shares to Byrd, Lee, Web- 
er and Herbert for $5,000 cash and 
the oil leases, the suit charged. 

Then, with Wheeler as a direc- 
tor, the suit alleged, they sold 
40,000 shares to schoolteachers 
and others throughout Georgia at 
$5 per share in “‘package deals’ 
in which purchasers also bought 
a $5 debenture with each share. 


The purchasers were told 
through the prospectus that the 
company had a $50,000 backing, 
although all the defendants knew 
the deal was fraudulent, the suit 
charged.

COLLINS AFFIDAVIT | 


In an affidavit made a part of

Supt. M. D. Collins said Wheeler 
tried to give him some of the 
stock but he refused to accept it. 
Collins said he returned the stock. 


Wheeler, in a denial given to 
United Press International by 
telephone from Alma, said that 
“‘so far as I know” the corpora- 
tion is “‘sound and solid.” 

Wheeler said he understood Col- 
lins accepted the stock and had 
received dividends. 

“This is a very good enterprise 
as far as I know,” he said. 

The suit charged that a lot of 
the stock was given to school of- 
ficials although the prospectus 
declared that all of it was sold 
for cash. 

The ‘“‘promoters’”’ and Wheeler, 
as a director, have dissipated all 
but about $100,000 of the $400,000 
taken in from sales of the stock 
and debentures, the suit charged. 


BANKED IN 2 CITIES 


The money was first banked at 
Gainesville, Ga., and Jackson, 
Miss., the suit said, but large 
sums have since been withdrawn 
and transferred to places ‘“‘un- 
known to these plaintiffs.” 

The firm’s officers invested 
$16,054 in Quality Features, Inc., 
a publishing firm headed by G. 
J. Broome, a candidate for lieu- 
tenant governor, the suit safd. 
This firm was described as “‘hope- 
lessly insolvent.” 

The firm publishes a magazine 
called The Atlantan. 

The defendants transferred 200,- 
000 shares to a new firm, Ameri- 
can Electronic Development 
Corp., in what was purported to 
be an “‘investment”’ although this 
firm had no assets, the suit 
charged. 

This firm also was named as 
a defendant in the suit. 

The defendants thereupon in- 
vested $100,000 of money it had 
received from sale of Greater

FACETS OF CHILDHOOD 


Psychiatrists believe that cer- 
tain facets of childhood environ- 
ment result in personality traits 
in more than one member of 
a family which subconsciously 
cause them to look for mates 
who fulfill a neurotic need. 

Fact or theory, or just plain 
loyalty through thick and thin, 
wives of alcoholics have a re- 
markable record of sticking 
with them. Some have remained

married through 10 to 20 years 
of hell and privation. 

Some women leave home, only 
to return to their web of misery 
knowing full well that nothing 
will have changed. 

“Why haven't you left them?” 
case workers have asked the 
wives of some of their patients. 


The answer, declared one case 
worker, is that they stick for 
the sake of the children. But it 
is obvious that they would be 
better off financially and emo- 
tionally without the alcoholic 
husband. They stick “in spite 
of the children.” 


NOT TYPED 


Certainly not all women mar- 
ried to drunken husbands can 
be placed neatly into a cate- 
gory, or typed in a manner 
which blames them entirely for 
their circumstances. 


But enough scientific evidence 
has been accumulated to prove 
that there are four major types 
of alcoholic wives. 

There is the maternal wife. 
Her alcoholic husband fills a 
psychological need in her per- 
sonality to take care of some- 
one who is very much depend- 
ent upon her. 

There is the man-hater. Bas- 
ically hostile to men and their 
superior positions in the world, 
she enjoys her position as head 
of the household which her hus- 


band’s weakness supposedly 
forced upon her. 
Then there is the martyr. 


She is the brave, brave, suffer-

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ing soul with a tremendous bur- 
den to carry. She enjoys the 
attention, even though it is 
sympathy, which she feels she 
might not otherwise get from 
people. 

The fourth kind is a masochist. 
She is a meek little wom- 
an so lacking in respect for her- 
self that she subconsciously 
seeks punishment from her hus- 
band as her just reward. If she 
doesn’t get abuse, she asks for 
it by nagging. 

Although there are many ex- 
ceptions, the major part of the 
wives join the family groups 
after their husbands have 
sought help at a rehabilitation 
center or Alcoholics Anony- 
mous. They join to help their 
busband and to understand 
what HIS program is like. 

However, in the group they 
discover that they too need hele 
with serious emotional prob- 
lems. 


GROUP DISCUSSION 


Group discussion among 
wives of alcoholics provides the 
crutch of understanding and 
courage it takes to search them- 
selves with honesty. 

Alcoholics Anonymous mem- 
bers and their family groups 
have a prayer which explains 
things well. 

“God grant me the serenity 
To accept the things I cannot 
Change, courage to change the 
Things I can, and wisdom to 
Know the difference.’’

56 championships, sat out a year 
of suspension, then picked up the 
string in this tourney. He shot a 
72, two over Olympic’s 35-35—70 
par and had to stave off a come- 
back by Nicklaus who holed out 
a shot on the 17th hole. 


Don Cherry, who has played on 
Walker Cup and Americas Cup in- 
ternational teams, played some of 
the finest golf of his career to 
eliminate Hyndman, 1955 runner- 
up to Ward, 2 and 1. Cherry was 
three under par for 15 holes.

Lamar Rawson inherits Hopalong Hoppe’s job at right half. 
He gained 224 yards on the No. 2 unit last season and was a stick- 
out in the spring game. Fleet Bobby Lauder and soph Wayne 
Proffitt are battling for Rawson’s vacated slot on the second team. 
Profftit is a man you'll be hearing about in the future. 

A year ago Coach Jordan was disturbed about fullback, but 
Billy Atkins quickly solved the problem. With Ronnie Robbs, 
Jimmy Reynolds, Ed Dyas, Billy Kitchens and Junior Thomasine 
on the scene, the fullback situation is well in hand. 

Jordan, who lifted Auburn from the conference cellar to No. 1 
in the nation in seven seasons, readily admits that the Plainsmen 
are forging another fine team. 

However, he waved the caution flag when a visitor insisted that 
|the current team looks stronger than the nation’s No. 1 team did 
at the same stage last year. 

“You have to have a lot of luck to go through an unbeaten 
season,” Jordan said. “Georgia Tech, Kentucky and Georgia all 
came close to beating us. The ball bounced just right for us last 
year. 

“I think we have some of the finest players in the country 
in boys like Burkett, Wilson, Lorino and Smith. And Rice is an 
exceptional sophomore. But we don’t have depth at end, guard 
and center. And, of course, our opponents are tough. The South- 
eastern Conference has never had better balance. There’s not 
a pushover in it.”’ 

Auburn has lost only four of its last 36 games and owns the 
nation’s longest winning skein at 14. If you think this review is an 
attempt to put Auburn on the spot, you’re correct. Auburn belongs 
on the top spot. See for yourself when the curtain goes up against 
Tennessee in the national TV game Sept. 27.

True, the latest total was artificially recuced to some extent 
because of the short holiday week. 

But that only exaggerates the established trend. 


For the significant fact is that Gorgia’s unemployment fig- 
ures are now behaving in a normal seasonal manner rather than 
in the erratic pattern that testifies to such influences as recessions 
or booms. 


Since the last increase in mid-July—likewise a normal seasonal 
change stimulated by the textile industry’s annual two-week shut- 
down—the number of Georgians drawing jobless benefits has de- 
clined for six straight weeks. 

And the last week’s total continued the trend toward narrow- 
ing the gap over a year ago by bringing it below 10,000 for just 
about the first time since Thanksgiving of 1957. 

What's more, there is no reason at this time to expect any
